ASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The 
friends of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty occupied nearly all of the 

time of the Senate in executive session 

today, Senators Foraker and Morgan 

being the speakers. 

Previous to the taking-up of the 

treaty, the Senate, for the purpose of 
clearing ite calendar, disposed of sev- 
eral other treaties of comparatively lit- 
tle importance. Five conventions in all 
were ratified. Among the documents thus 
disposed of was an agreement supple- 
mentary te the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
itself, and extending the time within 
which it may be ratified. Under the 
terms of the original treaty, the time 
for ratification expired five months ago. 
The agreement favorably passed upon 
today extends the time until the fourth 
of March, during which the treaty may 
be . Senator Lodge, who had 
the matter_in charge, manifested some 
anxiety over this treaty, and evidently 
was somewhat relieved When it went 
through without a dissenting voice.

Senator Bard of California gave no- 
tice of an amendment which he will 
offer to the treaty, providing that the 
United States shall have the right to 
“diecriminate in favor of American 
‘goods shipped through the canal in 
American vessels engaged in the coast. 
wise trade.” 

Senator Foraker's speech, from 
to last, was a defense of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, and he took occa- 
sion to praise in high terms Secretary 
Hay, who, he said, is not only an ac- 
complished gentleman and scholarly 
man, but a patriot and a statesman of 
a high order. He differed from the. 
Secretary in some respects, he said, as 
to the policy to be pursued, but any 
fair-minded man must recognize that 
in negotiating the pending treaty, the 
Secretary of State had condi- 
tions as he found them, and that in 
falling into the policy of neutrality, he 
had only followed historic precedents. 
As for himself, he had always favored 
an American policy in dealing with the 
question of the constructon of the 
canal, but any one who would give the 
least attention to the question could 
not fail to see that the neutral pol- 
icy had been the policy of this country 
in the past. 

He contended for the safety of the 
canal, even though it should not be for- 
tified, for it was absurd, he said, to 
suppose that any enemy would attempt 
to sail its ships through a canal 175 
miles long and owned, controlled and 
| by this government, when 
actual hostilities were in progress. In 
this connection, he called attention to 
the fate of the Maine, which was on a 
‘peaceful mission and had been an- 
chored in a harbor of a country with 
which at the time we were at peace. 

Senator Morgan traversed much of 
the ground he had covered in his previ- 
ous arguments in support_of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. He referred to the 
protocols agreed to between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica regarding the canal, 
and said that the ratification of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty is a debt we 
owe to them. Those countries, if they 
should see fit, might rise up and refuse 
to allow us to do‘anything, hence we 
could not afford to do anything that 
would offend them. For this reason, 
we would have the neutrality of the

dent to the accomplishment of this 
great test of duty, the United States 
must first acquire from Costa fica 
and Nicaragua by agreement the right 
to construct, own, control and manage 
the canal. In doing this, we must fully 
recognize their sov independ- 
ence and authority over those coun- 
tries respectively, and deal with them 
without any attempt at encroachment 
on their national rights.

AGO, Dec. 18—{Excilusive Dis- 
-] One and a half millions of dol- 
lara have been added by John D. Rocke- 
feller to the gifts made in the past ten 
to the University of Chicago. 
With his face wreathed in smiles, and 
protesting that the money had been 
given without so much as a hint from 
anybody at the university that it was 
desired, President W. R. Harper made 
this announcement to an applauding 
audiencé of students and friends of the 
university at the winter convocation at 
Studebaker Hall today. 

The gift is the outcome of a visit 
which President Ryerson and Vice- 
President McLeish of the board of trus- 
tees and President Harper made on 
Rockefeller in New York recently. It 
brings the total amount of money given 
to Dr. Harper's institution by Rocke- 
feller to $9,133,874, while it makes the 
total sum of the larger contributions 
made to the university equal to: $13.- 
005,874. Rockefeller specified that $1,- 
000,000 of the total amount was to be 
added to the endowment fund, so that 
only the income could be used by the 
trustees, while the remaining $500,000 
added by him a few days after the 
first contribution, is to be used for gen- 
eral needs. 

Neither of the gifte is dependent upon 
the fulfillment of any conditions of the 
kind which Rockefeller imposed tn the 
earlier days of the university.

X.—INSTRUCTIONS TO EMPLOYEES. 


MINORS. 
BY ALBERT 8. BOLLES, LL.D. 


HE courts, as we have learned, 

startéd out boldly with the rule that 

employers must select suitable em- 
ployés, appliances, places for working, 
and also give all proper instructions. 
Moreover, this was a positive thing 
they must do. If an employer, however, 
did not attend to this primary duty 
himself, but asked another to do it for 
him, he was, nevertheless, held just as 
strictly as though he had done the act, 
or omitted to do it, himself He could 
not shield himself by saying that he 
had appointed another whom he sup- 
posed was competent to do this for him, 
and who had proved unfaithful. One 
of the most frequently-quoted utter- 
ances on this subject is that of the 
Court of Appeals of New York given in 
Flike’s case. “The true rule, I appre- 
hend,” said Chief Justice Church, “4s to 
hold the corporation liable for negti- 
gence or want of proper care In respect 
to such acts and duties as it is re- 
quiréd to perform and discharge as 
master or principal, without regard to 
the rank or title of the agent intrusted 
with their performance. As to such 
acts the agent occupied the place of 
the corporation, and the latter should 
be deemed present and consequently 
Mable for the manner in which they are 
performed. If an agent employs unfit 
servants his fault is that of the cor- 
poration, because it occurred in the per- 
formance of the principal’s 


viding machinery or matertals, and 
the general arrangement and man- 
agement of the bué@iness, he is in the 
discharge of the duty pertaining to the 
principal.” 
WHO I8 LIABLE FOR CHANGING 
TIME TABLES? 


There is an important distinction or 
limitation to this rule that ought to be 
mentioned here. It is the duty of a 
railroad to make a general time table 
with respect to the running of its 
trains. If it does this through the 
agency of another his act is neverthe- 
less the company’s, and if there should 
be any mistake or negligence in doing 
this i ie would be that of the company. 
But there should be a special 
order for the running of a train, as 
often happens, what then? This was 
Filike’s case, and he was injured in con- 
of it. His counsel contended 
that the act of arranging and promul- 
gating a general time table by a rail- 
road was the duty and act of the com- 
pany, and that when there is a varia- 
tion from 


case, it is as much the sony A oo act of 
the master as the making of the origi- 
nal one. Furthermore, if another does 
this for him, if he acts through an 
agent, he must be responsible for that 
agent as though he did this himeelt. 
The court in answering this argu- 
ment declared that no one doubted 
company's right to vary its time table. 
It was at times necessary to do this, 
and the necessity was so frequent as to 
fall within the occurrences a rallway 
servant is bound to expect in the 
course of his employment. “It is not 
true,” says Chief Justice Folger, “that, 
on an occasion like this, it is the duty 
of the master, or a part of his contract, 


to see to it, as with a personal right, 


that notice of a temporary and spe- 
cial interference with the general time 
table comes to the intelligent appre- 
hension of all those whom it is to gov- 
ern inthe running of approaching 

trains. It is utterly impracticabie so 

to do, and a brakeman or a foreman on 
a train knows that.it is, as well as any 
person connected with the business. He 
knows that trains will often and unex- 
pectediy require to be stopped and 
started by telegraphic orders from dis- 
tant points, and that such orders must 
from the nature of the case, be given 
through servants skilled in receiving 
and transmitting them. If there are due 
care and diligence in choosing compe- 
tent persons for that duty, a negligence 
by them in the performance of it is a 
risk of the employment that the co- 
takes when he enters the 


employé 
service.” The court, therefore, drew a 


| distinction between an employer's duty 


and responsibility in making and pro- 
mulgating a time table and a 
special one. In the case of a general one 
this must be rded as the act of the 
master, and if he appoints an agent to 
do the work for him he is holden for

he had done the work himself. In other 
words, this is a personal act of the em- 
ployer, and he cannot stamp it with a 
different character by asking some one 
else to do the work for him; in law it 
is still his own. 

But the changing Be a time table is 
a different thing. This can be done by 
another, and the employer is not held 
responsible for his act. So he was not 
held in the case above mentioned. The 
question then arises, when can he act 
through another ‘in making changes 
without ~ subjecting himself? Very 
rarely. are railroad time tables wholly 
changed: the changes are not frequent 
and perhaps a court would hold that 
in all such the changes are to be re- 
garded as the acts of its servants and 
not its own. At all events, the court 
has drawn such a fine distinction that 
it wfll be difficult, we imagine, to de- 
termine in many cases whether the 
change is to be regarded as the personal 
act of the employer for which he is re- 
sponsible, or that of his agent, for 
which he is not. Possibly the court 
might say that even a single general 
change was that of the employer, while 
all special or temporary changes were 
to be as those of its agents. 
DUTY OF EM YEES WHEN 

RULES IST. 

Employés in many cases know that 
regulations exist, and when they ‘do it 
is their duty to find out what they are. 
This is especially true of railroads. 
Thus a railroad company had a printed 
rule requiring each conductor before 
movipg his train to inform himself of 


l its condition. The conductor failed to 


do so, and was injured by a defective 
brake, which he would have discovered 
had he used ordinary care in his in- 
spection. - He failed to recover. 
DISOBEDIENCE OF ORDERS. 

If an employé has disobeyed a posi- 
tive order or rule he should be dis- 
charged, and not to do this is negli- 
gence. Thus a company was notified 
that its engineers gave the control of 
its engines to in 
tion of its orders. or 
pany should have disc 
receiving such a notice. 

MINORS. 

Another class of employés must row 
be noticed—minors. The law seeks to 
impose a graver duty on employers 
with respect to making regulations and 
informing them of dangers. This is be- 
cause of their inexperience.

Minors are presumed to know less 
than adults and therefore the duty of 
employers to give them more rules and 
instructions is greater. The duty to 
instruct a child varies with his age 
and capacity. Said Justice Hunt of the 
Supreme Court of the United States: 
“The conduct of an infant of tender 
years is not to be judged by the same 
rule which governs that of an adult. 

The care and caution required 

of a“ ‘child are according to his maturity 
and capacity only, and this is to be 
determined in each case by the Pana 
stances of that case.” 


FAGG VS M’'GERORGE. 


A very good statement of the law 
has been made by the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania: “When young per- 
sons without experience are em- 
ployed to work with dangerous mae- 
chines it is the duty of the employer 
to give suitable instructions as to o 
manner of using them, and warnin 
to the hazard of carelessness in t 
use. If the employer negiect 
duty, or if he give improper instruc- 
tions, he is responsible for the injury 
resulting from his neglect of duty. He 
is not for injury to adults, 
nor for the injuries to young persons

“The duty in such cases to warn 
instruct grows naturally out of ‘a 
ignorance or inexperience of the em- 
ployé, and # does not extend to those 
who are of mature years and who are 
familiar with the employment and its 
risks.”” In the case to which these re- 
marks were applied the boy had but 
very little acquaintance with his work. 
He went into the mill on Tuesday and 
was injured the fourth day afterward. 
He was injured while closing a 
between two pairs of rollers. The cog- 
ase by the rollers Were 
moved were covered along the whole 
length of the traf, except at the potnt 
over which he to reach to open 
and clowe the gate. If they had been 
covered there the accident would not 
have happened. “In view of the youth 
and want of experience in the business 
on his part it was necessarily a ques- 
tion for the jury whether his employer 
had sufficiently warned and instructed 
him about the dangers of the employ- 
ment and how to avoid them, or 
done all that was reasonably necessary 
to protect him from injury.” 
AN OPERATOR IN A COTTON MILA. 
In another case a boy 14 years old 
was Injured while operating a machin¢g 
in a cotton mill. The machine was 
not dangerous, and so no special in- 
struction, so the court sald, concerning 
the manner of using it was required. 
Furthermore, it was clearly show that 
he had sought and recetved all the in- 
structions needful to qualify him for 
the position he held. 
A TIN-STAMPING MACHINE CASE. 
One more application of this rule 
may be mentioned. A boy 14 years old 
who was not familiar with machinery 
was put at work by his employer at a 
tin-stamping machine. He sat at a 
high bench, put the piece of tin tn its 
Place on the machine wing his. right 
hand and then preased his foot on a 
lever, which brought down a heavy 
hammer on the tin.’ The foreman, 
‘when setting the boy at work, stamped 
a few pieces of tin to show him how to 
do the work. On the second day while 


it slipped out of its place. He leaned 
over to put fit in place, and as he did 
so, his bench being shaky, he pressed 
his foot on the lever, which started 
the hammer, and it came down on his 
fingers and crushed them. He sued 
his employer, but falled to recover 
anything, the court of review remark- 
ing that “there was no danger in this 
particular machine that was not as 
obvious to a boy of 14 as to an adult. 
He could see that if he placed his 
hand under the stamp it would be 
crushed. If boys are not allowed to 
use machinery until they have become 
accustomed to Ms use it would be dim-

WORKING AN ENGINE. 

An instructive case has been decided 
in Ohio. A boy was injured while itn 
the employ of the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill Company.

To do this he had to stand near a 
shaft which revolved when the engine 
was in motion. At the time of the ac- 
cident a short belt was hanging loose 
on the shaft, which caused+the injury.

LUSK’'S ADDRESS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—The second and 
last day of the arbitration and con- 
ciliation conference, composed of prac- 
tical and experienced men, represent- 
ing both capital and labor, was marked 
by the first speech of ine conference 
unequivocally in favor of compulsory 
arbitration of labor disputes. * 

This speech was delivered by the 
venerable Hugh H. Lusk, ex-member 
of Parliament of New Zealand. Lusk 
received the closest attention, for while 
the great majority of other speakers 
disagreed with him, deeming compul- 
sory arbitration impracticable in this 
country, the history of the success of 
the system in New Zealand aroused 
their deepest interest. 

“The main features of the law, now 
in course,” said Lusk, “are, first, that 
it rests upon the voluntary basis of as- 
sociations, so that no individual, 
whether workman or employer, can 

voke the assistance of the law un- 

in his capacity as representing an 
organization duly registered under the 
provisions of the law. Thus trades 
unions ere made in New Zealand the 
basis of compulsory arbitraiion. Sec- 
ond, that before compuision is re- 
serted to, every effort must be made 
to bring about an agreement by con- 
ciliation, applied by a board equally 
representing, through freely eiected 
delegates, workers and employers. 
Third, that failing an agreement 
through the agency of the conciliation 
board either party may, but neither is 
compelled to, appeal to the arbitration 
court for a finai decision. Fourth, that 
@n appeal to the court acts as a stay 
of ah other proceedings whatsoever in 
dispute; that is to say, ‘that no - 
ployer shall close his works or 


strike against the employers, in con- 
nection with the matters in dispute, 
until the question hes been degit with 
by the court, on pain of being treated 
as being in contempt and subject to 
fine and imprisonment.” a 

“On the whole,” said “it is 
only justice to say that the new Zeal- 
and experiment has, in its own country 
and subject to the conditions fer whic 
it was designed, been a success up to 
this time. It has put a stop to strikes 
and lockouts in ites own country; it 
has given a new stability to trade, and 
improved the position of the workers 
so much that the number of hands em- 
ployed in factories has very nearly
